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Ex-Miembers Of JTA Board Hit 


Re-Organization As Incomplete

tW YORK—Five former members of the Jewish Telegraphic Agency board 


indicated this 


week they were not satisfied by the recent JTA re-organization hy demanding “a thorough, impartial 
study” of the world’s largest Anglo-Jewish press association. 

The demand was among several indications that the recent re-organization had failed to satisfy 
some of the JTA’s severest critics, including inside and outside observers. 


A seven-hour meeting of the 
JTA board ended two weeks 
ago with an agreement under 
which managing director Jacob 
Landau agreed to transfer to a 
new board all his shares of JTA 
stock. 

Under the agreement, the 
new board, scheduled to be 
named shortly by the old board 
will assume the task of revamp- 
ing JTA operations. 

Landau’s strongest critic on the 
board, American Jewish Com- 
mittee president Jacob Blaustein, 
resigned from the board after 
the meeting rejected his propos- 
als for a reorganization in favor 
of the plan worked out by Geo- 
rge Backer and George Alpert. 
Backer is president of the pre- 
sent JTA board. 

Those Who Quit 

Those who resigned from the 
board with him were listed as 
Frank L. Weil, president of the 
Jewish Welfare Board; Rose 
Jacobs, and Albert H. Lieberman 
of Philadelphia. (NJP, Sept.23). 

It could not be learned at the 
time whether those resigning 
were doing so in protest against 
the plan that was finally ap- 
proved. 

A brief announcement this 
week from the resigning board 
members made it clear they were 
not at all satisfied with the re- 
organization. 

The new statement also was 
signed by Dr. Maurice J. Karpf, 
one of the nation’s leading Jew- 
ish social work executives, now 
engaged in private research. It 
was the first disclosure that he 
was among those resigning. 

“Because of our long dissatis- 
faction with the structure, admin- 
istrative practices and policies of 
the JTA and its affiliates, and 
our inability to persuade the pre- 
sent administration to take what 


we believe to be the necessary 
actions, we have no choice but 
to disociate ourselves from any 
further responsibility for the 
agency and its affiliates,” the re- 
Signing members said. 


Their statement made it clear 
that earlier reports that all of 
them, with the exception of Blau- 
stein, would reconsider their re- 
Signations, were in error. 


Impartial Study Needed 

“In our opinion, a thorough im- 
partial study is needed of the 
management practices, the value 
of the services of JTA and its 
affiliates and the relationship of 
JTA with its affiliates,” the state- 
ment added. 


The reference was to Overseas 
News Agency, a_ non-sectarian 
news agency, and Seven Arts 
Feature Syndicate. Both are affili- 
ates of the JTA. 


Allan Lesser, managing edi- 
tor of the MENORAH JOUR- 
NAL, who has been firing 
charges of mismanagement and 
waste at the JTA since this 
spring, also ehallenged the re- 
organization.” 

Commenting on The Post story, 
Lesser said: 


Who Did What? 

“The story doesn’t say who ap- 
proved the JTA re-organization 
plan; who it is an ‘agreement’ 
between (certainly not  Blau- 
stein, who resigned); what 
‘transfer’ of Landau’s stock act- 
ually mean in terms of legal 
ownership( incidentally bearing 
on my charge that the JTA was 
privately, not communally, own- 
ed); how the new board will be 
chosen and by whom, etc.” 

The reorganization report dis- 
closed the existence of a Pales- 
tine Telegraphic Agency, which 
also is to get a new board, to be

GENERAL ZIONISTS DEVELOPING 
AIDS FOR THEIR DPs IN ISRAEL 


By M. Z. FRANK 
MAN and a woman come to the official at first in stammering 
Hebrew and then in Bulgarian. The official, a Polish Jew, 

replies in Russian. But it is the sort of Russian a Polish Jew will 

understand better than a Russian. The Bulgarian Jew understands 
all, the woman nearly all. The man explains in Bul- 
garian. 

The official is friendly and indulgent. He smiles 

on them, invites them to sit down. They get into a 

conversation. The man knows some German, which 

he insists on speaking despite the greater ease the 
two men have in the Slavic language. The official re- 
plies in a strongly Germanized Yiddish, heavily 
mixed with Hebrew, as all languages spoken in Is- 
rael are. 

But with mutual goodwill, mutual understand- 
ing is finally reached. Even the writer, an American

journalist on a visit to Israel, can make out what it is al] about: 
The woman, a widow in her thirties, is a beuatician by trade. 

She wants to open a studio in Tel Aviv, Jaca or some other large 


center. She has a small capital but she must have a house. There 
is no sense in her settling in an evacuated Arab village where 
many Bulgarian Jews settled. She wants to practice her trade. She 
came with a friend, an old-time Zionist from Bulgaria, and is more 
familiar than she is with Israel, to the Immigrants Absorption Cen- 
ter of the General Zionists, 27 Montefiore Street. 

Here a small loan is being arranged for her. Her she is given 
some practical advice where she can get another loan, where she 
can gét an apartment, etc. 

Life in Israel is complicated. There are many public institu- 
tions and each institution has its own rules and regulations. There 
are government agencies, Jewish Agency offices, party institutions, 
ete. A recent immigrant can seldom make any sense out of the 
maze into which he is thrown. An experienced person is in a 
position to render the immigrant much valuable advice and as- 
sistance. 

Thus, I managed, while sitting in at the Immigrants Absorp- 
tion Center to watch the Bulgarian widow evolve a plan for open- 
ing a beauty parlor. 

In the same room and in nearby rooms other officials were 
interviewing other applicants. Most prominent among them were 
Bulgarian Jews, because the country had recently received a flood 
of Bulgarian immigrants. But one could also see Polish Jews, 
Austrian Jews, Jews recently arrived from Shanghai. 

“You see,” said the official to a visitor who who came to make 
his weekly payment on a loan, “here you have been placed. You 
recall how desperate you were several months earlier?” 

The man smiles. They discuss a mutual friend who was even 
more desperate when he first arrived and is now placed. 


THESE ARE ALL MAINLY MIDDLE calss immigrants, Gen- 
eral Zionists for whom the house on Montefiore Street is their 
natural home. It is in this house that plans were made for placing 
artisans and petty traders in various parts of the country. Out of 
this house General Zionist chalutzim were sent to the kibbutzim 
of Haoved Hatzioni. In that house, too, immigrants are taken care 
of who desire to settle as private farmers in villages. 

Moreover deserving Zionist leaders from the Diaspora who 
are in no position to do physical work are placed in offices and 


institutions, 
At the same time, the Immigrants Absorption Center serves 


as a rallying point for General Zionists and as a center of General 
Zionist activities.

Vatican Urges New 
UN Jerusalem Plan 


JERUSALEM— (WN S) —A 
plan for extraterritoriality for the 
Holy Places of Jerusalem, ac- 
cording to which they would not 
be subject to the jurisdiction of 
the courts of either Israel or Jor- 
dan and would be governed di- 
rectly by a permanent United Na- 
tions committee, is now being 
prepared in Catholic Church cir- 
cles, it was revealed here this 
week. 

According to the plan, both the 
Israel and Jordan governments 
would sign concordats with the 
Vatican and other’ Cnristian 
church groups to protect the re- 
ligious groups’ extraterritorial 
rights in Jerusalem. An _ inter- 
consular committee would be ap- 
pointed to supervise the Holy 
Places on which the Catholics 
would have a majority. The Ca- 
tholics further propose that two 
Christian representatives be ap- 
pointed to both the Jewish and 
Arab municipalities established 
in Jerusalem, regardless of the 
number of Christians living there. 





Special Farm Lures 
Offered To Israel DPs 


JERUSALEM—(W N S)— Re- 
cent immigrants to Israel who 
are willing to try living and 
working in a collective agricul- 
tural setlement may do so for 
one year without losing any of 
the priority rights due to them 
as new immigrants, including 
housing and financial grants for 
the establishment of individual 
enterprises, it was announced by 
the Jewish Agency this week. 
Up to now immigrants who en- 
tered agricultureal settlements 
had lost these rights. 

During the one-year test per- 
iod the new immigrants will en- 
joy all the rights of regular mem- 
bers of Kibbutz settlements ex- 
cept the privilege of voting. This 
new inducement to immigrants 
to engage in arming work is be- 
ing offered since it was found 
that of the quarter-million im- 
migrants who arrived in Israel 
during “the past year only a 
little more than five percent have 
elected to join agricultural settle- 
ments, while the rest preferred 
to settle in the already over- 
crowded cities. 





Herzl Grave To Be 


Vienna Jewish Shrine 
VIENNA—(WNS)—The graves 


of Dr. Theodor Herzl, founder 
of political Zionism, and_ his

tion and depravity only as a result of the generosity of American 
philanthropists. 

There is much more to be said along these lines, but I shall 
return to it another time. Now what about the effectiveness of 
this type of campaign? 

It is no secret that the UJA is today far behind in its cam. 
paign. This kind of appeal does not move American Jews. They 
are not stirred by it. 

In what years was the UJA most successful? Not whey 
Hitler was burning synagogues- Not when we first received 
word of the concentration camps and crematories- Not even 
when the dread total of six million was announced to an at 
first unbelieving world! No, not all this torture and death, 
not all these tales of horror and agony caused American Jews 
to open their hearts and their pocketbooks to the maximum, 

But when Jews were heroes—when they fought with dignity 
when they faced five Arab armies with the valor of the Macey 
bees—then, and only then, were American Jews shaken out of 
their apathy. The fighters of the Haganah and the Irgun brought 
American Jews to their feet cheering, and touched a chord in theiy 
hearts that was not reached with all the atrocity Stories, tru 
though they were, of the 15 years preceding. 

Is there not a lesson in this for us? We should not be asked 
to provide a dole for paupers. We don’t have to be touched by the 
pathetic picture of a little girl around whose eyes cluster a group 
of buzzing flies. Here are people engaged in a noble and stirring 
enterprise; they are encouraging their brethren to join them in 
their liberty, even though the new immigration constitutes a 
great hardship for the country. They are opposed by odds on the 
economic front today as great and as overwhelming as the odds 
which faced them on the battle field a short while ago, but they 
won't surrender. They tighten their own belts, and move over to 
make room for more and still more Jews. Properly presented, as 
another heroic chapter in the birth of Israel, with emphasis on 
the heroics, instead of on the horror, on the sacrifice, instead of 
on the sufferings, the UJA would give American Jews a picture of 
the need in Israel which would again, as in the days of the Ha 
ganah, quicken the puise with pride. 

God knows, the money is needed!

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). S. Students, Natives In Jerusalem 
Argue Religion Issue After Attack

JERUSALEM — (NJP) —A Jerusalem schoolboy 
who tried to drive his bicycle through a street in 
which ultra-Orthodox Jews were dancing in celebra- 
tion of the New Year had a black eye and a battered 
yehicle this week to prove that in Israel the issue 
of religious freedom remains both fierce and un- 
solved. 

On the first night of Rosh Hashonah, Jeremiah 
Mizrachi was riding in the Katamon section of the 
New City. Chasidim, many of them former residents 
of the Old City, were dancing in the Street of Kings. 

Jeremiah tried to pass the greup. His bicycle 
was stamped upon and the spokes of the rear 
wheel were broken by the outraged chasidim; the 
poy himself was hit solidly in the eye. 

The uproar and the unscheduled public debate that 
followed emphasized the fact that the schoolboy’s 
experience was hardly a unique one. It is not un- 
common, police atest, for vehicles to be stopped on 
the Sabbath, and Holy Days, their drivers reviled, 
stoned and beaten by extremist elements in the re- 
ligious population. 

Even Jeremiah’s age became a basis for discussion. 
Those who agreed with Jeremiah’s statement that he 
was 12 years old asked “What can one expect of 
such a young boy?” A Jewish police sergeant sized 
the youngster up and placed his age at 16. 


bicycle were taken to the police station by two 
American students who witnessed the ineident. They 
decided the station was the safest place for the 
youngster. 

However, Jeremiah soon came back to the scene 
of the melee and its nearby synagogue, and with him 
came three older brothers, their mother and two 
policemen. 

Attempts to identify the assailant failed, where- 
upon the police told some bearded suspects that they 
could avoid a trip to the police station if they would 
agree to remain in the synagogue after evening 
services so that another attempt at identification 
might be made. 

When this condition was accepted, the police de- 
parted, taking Jeremiah with them. Onlookers 
promptly opened a heated debate on the issues of 
religion in Israel. 

“We three fought in the Old City during the Arab 
siege,” said one of Jeremiah’s brothers. “While we 
were fighting to defend the city, these people who 
hit Jeremiah tonight wanted to make peace with the 
enemy. And when the Old City fell, they told the 
Arabs ‘Leave us alone; we didn’t fight against you.’ 
Now they refuse to let us live as we please.” 

Ephraem Broyer, a member of the Chasidic 
congregation, said that he had given Jeremiah 
forewarning that peddling his bicycle past the

ISRAEL'S PIONEERING WOMEN PAY 
STEEP PRICE IN LOSS OF BEAUTY

ATYAH Greenberg of New Haven, Conn., while on a visit to 
B Israel, gave her impression of the effect of pioneer life on 
the feminine sex. Her observations are included in a letter to her 
rabbi, printed in the B'nai Jacob Bulletin of New 
Haven. 

According to Mrs. Greenberg, “Women here 
sacrifice whatever looks or femininity they may pos- 
sess—unless they stay indoors during the day— 
Even the young girls had lined, severe looking 
faces. The rigours of their existence was marked 
on their faces and forms. Perhaps for artists like 
Epstein and Rodin, such faces have special charm 
or beauty, but for you and me it only looked sad 
and regrettable. But their accomplishments and 
their sacrifices made me feel utterly decadent and 
effete. Their dead earnestness, their spirit and achievements made 
me feel like a worm—I am wondering, however, what is better—a 
life of ease with superficial loveliness or hardship producing a su- 
perficial ugliness covering great depth and beauty of character.” 

I could use this as evidence for my thesis that equality doesn’t 
mean competing with men, that certain activities are more suited 
for one sex than the other. 

But I’m too proud of the women im Israel. They are the 
true pioneers. Others have marched forth into the wilderness 
in times past and their women’t didn’t have it easy. 

We can be sure the daughters of these chalutzoth will inherit 
a safer life and revert to type. They’ll find time to anoint them- 
selves with cold cream and fuss with fancy hair-dos. They’ll have 
the leisure to pluck eyebrows and lacquer toe-nails. 

The women at the outposts of Israel today are just too busy 
staking out their land.

Sachs is a very old and histor- 
ical Jewish family name. It con- 
sists of three Hebrew initials: Z- 
K-S, which stand for the Hebrew 
title Zera Kodesh Stendal (The 
Holy Seed of Stendal.) 

Stendal is a little town in Prus- 
sia where in 1506 the Jewish 
population was ” 
falsely accused 
of profanation of 
a church relic. ; 
The case would 
be laughed out 
of court today 
but in 1506 they 
had strange 
ideas of justice. 
38 innocent Jews 
were executed and the remainder 
banished from the country. The 
exiles were henceforward endow- 
ed with the name Z-K-S, denoting 
martyrdom. The false witness ]}a- 
ter recanted his testimony but 
the judicial outrage could not be 
undone. The Hebrew “Z” was 
regularly confused with an “S” 
in German. 

There is also a Lithuanian 
family bearing the name of Sack- 
heim, which is often abbreviated 
to Sack. They too are the descen- 
dants of martyrs, endowed with 
the title of “Zera Kodesh,” or 
“Zera Kodesh Heim.” The latter 
three Hebrew words mean “They 
are of the Holy Seed (of mar- 
tyrs).”

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HE OLD traditional dish of stuffed cabbage leaves is offered 
this week—suited to your taste, plain or sweet and sour. 
STUFFED CABBAGE LEAVES 
Soak a cabbage in hot water until the leaves separate and become 
soft enough to handle. Form a ground meat mixture into small balls 
wrap each ball in a cabbage leaf, and fasten with a toothpick or 
tie around with thread. If desired, the cabbage leaves may be 
browned in hot fat after they have been stuffed. The liquid in 
which they are cooked may be either water or stewed tomatoes or 

tomato juice. 


In preparing the mixture for the stuffed cabbage leaves, use 
any recipe for ground meat mixtures, or use those given below, 
Usually, cooked rice is used instead of bread crumbs in preparing 
mixtures for stuffed cabbage leaves; and the recipes which follow 
specify cooked rice. However, the rice may be substituted by an 
equal quantity of bread crumbs, if desired.

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SUST WHAT IS the situation 
between the United Jewish Ap- 
peal and the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds 
at the moment? 

For some time now the CJFWF 
has been attempting to persuade 
the UJA to permit it to sit in on 
most of the planning for the 
annual UJA campaign. The UJA 
has been resisting this demand, 
meanwhile making empty prom- 
ises which it subsequently ig- 
nored. 

Like all national agencies, the 
UdA wants to run its own affairs. 
The UJA of course is made up 
of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, the United Palestine Ap- 
peal and the United Service for 
New Americans; and they are 
running true to form as rational 
agencies—they’ll permit commun- 
ity participation only when they 
are forced to do so. 

I have some very good friends 
—Sam Rothberg and Julian Vene- 
sky, just to mention twe—who 
differ with me on this. They are 
of the confirmed opinion that the 
loca! Jewish communities are not 
being true to their responsibility 
to the UJA when they raise their 
funds on the basis of the UJA 
appeal, and then—when allocation 
time comes—take care of their 
local commitments first, leaving 
the UJA to hold the bag. 

That is exactly the way it is 
working out in our community: 
whether this is a picture of your 
community, too, I don’t know. 


The peint is that this 
amounts to aveiding the real 
issue, which has to do with 
the rights of a national agency 
and the rights of the local com- 
munity. 

There is some legitimacy to 
tne viewpoint of these in the UJA 
who are afraid to permit the 
CIWFW a Say in their operation. 
They fear that any kind of 4 
voice, whether only as an eb 

server or otherwise, will mean 
the end of independence of the 
UJA. 

Such thinking is warranted. 
The UJA could not do exactly 
as it wishes if anether party 
{were in the negotiations. But 
those who have such fears fail 
to understand that the CJFWF 
has a perfect right—as the agency 
which raises the funds (the 
CJFWF represents if not the 
local Jewish communities, then 
certainly their fund-raising ag- 
encies)—to take part in the plan- 
ning of a drive of such ever- 
whelming importance as that of 
the UJA. 

Eventually, the UJA knows, it 
will have to yield. But so far 
its role in relationship to tre 
CJFWF has been one ef dissemb- 
ling and evasion and even a re- 
fusal to live up to its public 
commitments in this respect. 
Each year that the joint JDC- 
UPA tie-up can avert the “intru- 
sion” of the CJFWF, so much 
the better. 

But the time of these agencies 
is running short. The newest de- 
vice of the CJFWF—the thirty 
big cities conference—is proving; 
a thorn in the -side of the ns- 
tional agencies, and I predict that 
the UJA will have to capitulate, 
if not this year, then certainly 





not later than next year. 

A meeting of the 30 big cities 
fas been set for the first part 
of November, probably in Pitts- 
burgh or Cleveland. Then comes 
the UJA annual conference the 
Thanksgiving weekend in Atlan- 
tic City, to be tolowed a few 
weeks later by the annual Gen- 
eral Assembly of the CJFWF in 
Cincinnati. 

Knowing the heads of the 
CJFWF, and Julian Freeman, 
chairman of its committee on 
stable and unified fund-raising, 
I think that by the time the 1950 
UJA drive really gets underway, 
the CJFWF will be taking its 
proper role in UJA planning. I 
also think that this will be much 
for the best. If the CJFWF has 
a part in planning the UJA 
drives, then it will hardly allow 
itself to get into the position of 
doing anything to thwart the full- 
est success of the drive. It will 
then have as full a responsibility 
to the UJA as it now has to its 
local local and domestic agencies, 
and it will have to be like a 
father treating all its children 
fairly. 

That this will mean less of 
complete independence for the 
UJA is obvious. But tnat it wiil 
be a change for the worse, as 
some people fear, is not at all 
true. Delaying the time of demo. 
cratic control in the U.S. Jew- 
ish community will serve no pur- 
pose, except for a few indivi. 
duals. 


And just as a final word— 
those who say the CJFWF is 
net democratic because some of 
its 300-odd agencies may not 
be completely democratic, or 
even autocratic, do not know 
what they are talking about. 
Tne CJFWF is the most demo- 

cratic Jewish agency in the Uni- 
ted States, bar none, and anyone 
who takes issue with this does 
not know his U.S. Jewish com- 
munity. 

Now the CJFWF has a long 
way to go to to become the kind 
of a democratic organization I 
would like it to be. But taking 
into consideration all the national 
Jewish organization, comparing 
their local affiliates, the methods 
by which they operate, their 
membership and their leadership, 
there is no doubt in anyone's 
mind that the CJFWF is the one 
organization approaching most 
nearly a representative group for 
the American Jewish community. 

Personally I would prefer 
community councils in every 
Jewish community. The com 
munity council no longer is an 
experiment, and where it is 
given half a chance, it success- 
fully translates the will of the 


Then, too, I would make it 
mandatory for each lecal con- 
stituent of the CJFWF to elect 
not select its delegates to the re- 
gional and national conventions. 
Qn top of this I would add one 
other requisite, that every local 
election to the beard of the local 
affiliate of the CJFWF be city- 
wide, with provision for nemina- 
tions other than those from the 
neminating committee. 

If these things were done, then 
the burden would be on the Jew- 
ish community to participate in 
the work of the CJFWF and to 
make it the reflection of democ- 
racy in the community as a 
whole. Most CJFWF agencies 
now have both provisions for 
nominations from the community 
at large and city-wide elections to 
the board, but comparatively few 
people take the trouble to vote, 
much less nominate people for 
the board. 

Now if Dan Frisch, president 
of the Zionist Organization of

Overseas Causes, or Domestic, W hich? 


HE wrangling between overseas and do- 

mestic agencies over who will get what 
portion of the monies raised in the American 
Jewish community has been going on now for 
almost a year and seems finally to be coming 
into the open. 

Lined up on opposite sides of the issue are 
the Council of Jewish Federation and Welfare 
Funds and the United Jewish Appeal. 
© There is merit to both viewpoints. In fact, 
Philip Klutznick, who is considered a promis- 
ing candidate to succeed Frank Goldman as 
president of B’nai B’rith, made the point that 
the U. S. Jewish community can adequately 
meet the needs on the domestic scene as well 
as commitments to Israel and other parts of 
the Jewish world. 

This is the viewpoint, too, of the CJFWF, 
which seems finally to have precipitated the 
controversy this year by taking the position 
that the much-postponed needs on the Amer- 
ican scene Should now receive partial consid- 
eration when the monies are allocated. 

The CJFWF could hardly take another posi- 
tion. Jewish seminaries, hospitals, old homes, 
community centers and other agencies and 
services have been clamboring for several years 
now for adequate budgets to meet their own 
needs. 

Up to this point, both sides have been acting 
unilaterally, although the issue now is long 
past the time when something should be done 
to resolve it. The two sides do not trust one 
another. 


This week the CJFWF issued a survey show- 
ing that allocations to national and overseas 
agencies have risen from four per cent 20 
years ago to 75 per cent today. Meanwhile, 
local agencies have been cut from 89 per cent 
20 years ago to 17 per cent now. The figures 
are broken down and interpreted to show that 


in actual 1948 dollar disbursements, overseas 
agencies in 1948 received more than 200 times 
the amount allocated to them in 1929. 

The opposing viewpoint was presented by 
the United Jewish Appeal at its recent Wash- 
ington emergency conference from which a 
resolution emerged asking welfare funds to 
withhold all capital fund drives in 1950 until 
after the forthcoming national UJA conference 
Nov. 25. 

The Post understands that some private 
negotiations may be going on between the two 
groups. If such negotiations are underway, 
it is hoped that the problem will be tackled 
head-on, instead of obliquely as at present, as 
though the effect of the problem might be 
mitigated by approaching it sideways and 
merely touching on minor aspects of it. 

Now there is nothing wrong with both 
groups seeking to win Jewish public opinion, 
and the tug of war in the Anglo-Jewish press 
is healthy, if nothing else. Yet there is no 
reason why the two parties cannot sit down 
and issue a joint statement. Such a statement 
will be received on the local level with relief 
by those who are doing their utmost to raise 
as much funds as possible and who see in the 
wrangling an additional source of trouble. 

Both sides must know by this time that 
there will be no complete victory by either, 
Concessions will have to be made and a com- 
promise understanding reached. 

Quite often in the prucess of airing the 
issues, the place for a possible understanding 


presents itself like a flash, and both sides find’ 


themselves ready and willing to meet each 
other at that point. The other alternative— 
another fight—can do immeasurable harm and 
it is totally unnecessary, since it would be 
predicated on the false assumption that either 
side does not have the welfare of the Jewish 
people at heart. 


Welcome Rabbi Silver Back To Active Work! 


HE trial balloon of the Westchester Zion- 

ist District asking for the return to 
power in Zionist ranks—and more specifically 
in current ploitical work—of Dr. Abba Hillel 
Silver lends the impression that Dr. Silver 
somehow seems to have been precluded by the 
present leadership from taking active part in 
Zionist work 

There is no questioning Rabbi Silver’s ability, 
nor his vast services to the cause of Zionism; 
but it was he who did the withdrawing from 
active work and it is he who must make the 
decision to return to collaboration with other 
Zionist leaders in order to achieve the neces- 
sary goals on the American scene. 

Dr. Emanuel Neumann’s two years as presi- 
dent ef the Zionist Organization of America 
were immeasurably helped and strengthened 
by the backing of Dr. Silver. 

But the present administration of President 
Daniel Frisch seems to be making its way 


without any active assistance from the strong- 
est Zionist figure in the United States. The 
ZOA has undertaken a program so tremendous 
that its accomplishment will take not merely 
years and even decades but perhaps centuries, 
If Dr. Silver were to take over one phase, 


there would be the assurance of a job done . 


and the morale of the entire Frisch adminis- 
tration would be strengthened. 

Rabbi Silver has never shown too much 
Signs of ability to work with a co-equal. Per. 
haps two strong personalities like Daniel Frisch 
and Dr. Silver cannot but clash if they were 
to get into the same harness. If that is so, 
then it is a pity. However, we cannot help 
but express the hope that Rabbi Silver will 
take over at least one element of Zionist work 
in the U. S. Jewish community—chalutziut, 
preferably—and do the kind of job for it which 
it is so well known he can do once he sets 
his heart to it. 


The More Meetings, the Better 


F you were to be presented with a calendar 
of meetings of national Jewish agencies for 

the next few months, you'd find that no week- 
end is left open and as the calendar will finally 
work out, you'll see that on some weekends 
there will be two and even three national 
meetings scheduled. 

This situation is net as bad as at first might 
be thought. It shows activity, which—if it is 
the constructive kind—means a live commu- 
nity. 

Among the more important meetings and 
conventions slated in the next few weeks are 
those of the United Jewish Appeal, the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee, the Rabbinical Assem- 
bly of America, the Council of Jewish Federa- 


tions and Welfare Funds, the Joint Defense 
Appeal of the American Jewish Committee and 
the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B'rith, the 
Jewish Welfare Board, the American Jewish 
Congress and so on. 

The more meetings, the more people whose 
thinking will be invigorated, the better the 
activities and finally and eventually, the better 
the U. S. Jewish community. 

In other days, we may have interpreted this 
galaxy of conferences crowded upon one anl- 
other as duplication and waste, which it still 
may be; but for the moment we're inclined to 
view them kindly and extend the hope that they 
may all be successful and result in increased 
interest and activity toward the common goal.

Sects in Judaism are purely a phenomena of 
the Dispersion and under no circumstance 
should they be permitted to become part of re- 
ligious life of Jews in Israel, says Reuben 
Kaufman in the Jewish Forum — Jewish life 
during the two millenia, even in the Diaspora, 
with the exception of minor local customs, was 
comparatively homogeneous. In fact, it is the 
great miracle that, in spite of the dispersion of 
our people, no drastic and radical differences 
have developed in Jewish religious practcie un- 
til the beginning of the nineteenth century, with 
the birth of Reform Judaism by the introduc- 
tion of organ music into the synagogue serv- 
ice in 1810 by Israel Jacobson, who was in- 
spired by the teachings of Moses Mengeissohn. 
The dissensions created by the Karaites, the 
Sabbatai Zevians, the Frankists were serious 
in their day, but they died out in time, although 
there are still some few survivors in circula- 
tion in addition to the remnants of the Samari- 


tans in Nablus. The differences between the 
Mtihnagdim and Hassidim hardly affect the es 
sentials of the Shulehan Aruch, which is the of- 
ficial guide for both parties.

FCC URGED TO BAN HATE TALKS 
FROM LOUISVILLE EVANGELIST 


SAVANNAH, Ga.—The Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith 
appealed to the Federal Communications Commission this week to 
stop consistent dissemination of open anti-Semitism by a radio 
evangelist broadcasting over 32 radio stations. 

Judge Emanuel Lewis of Savannah, chairman of the southern 


regional board of the ADL, filed 
a petition with the FCC against 
Mordecai F. Ham of Louisville, 
Ky. 

In the petition, Judge Lewis 
emphasized that he was not seek- 
ing to bar the hate-peddler from 
the air but only to prevent nim 
from abusing the facilities “creat- 
ed in the public interest by stir- 
ring up religious hatred of citizen 
and residents of the United 
States.” 

Judge Lewis said that 
Ham’s anti-Semitism had been 
apparent since 1924 when, in a 
sermon at Elizabeth City, N. C., 
he said that the late Julius 
Rosenwald of Chicago had est- 
ablished a vice quarter in Chi- 
cago as part of a “heinous 
Jewish plot to undermine Gen- 

tile civilization.” 

Judge Lewis cited a long list 
of similar anti-Jewish vitupera- 
tion. He argued that the FCC 
has the power to order radio sta- 
tions in the U.S. to refrain from 
allowing their facilities to be 
used by preachers of racial or 
religious hatred.

Despite the Nazi occupation, 
there is virtually no anti-Semi- 
tism in Greece.

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ISRAELI SCIENTIST ON TRAIL 
OF CONQUEST OF CANCER: SEES HOPE

N ISRAEL a gleam of hope 

for the conquest of cancer has 
been found in a fig serum. Dis- 
coverer of the concoction is Dr. 
Sholomo B. Ulman, a 47-year old 
biologist on the faculty of He- 
brew U. Dr. Ulman has been im- 
vited to continue his original re- 
searcn at the Montreal Cancer 
Institute. During the fighting in

“As far as athletic teams are 
concerned,” the famous All-Amer- 
ican said, “I do have in mind the 
development of teams in line with 
our scholastic standing.” 


Friedman doesn’t expect to de- 
velop any Rose Bowl champions 
aor their equivalent in other 
sports. 
Some Open Questions 

“How good we will be is a moot 
question,” he commented. “What 
caliber of competition we will be 
able to get is another moot ques: 
tion. I hardly think we will be in 
a position to play Notre Dame, 
Michigan or any others in that 
plane.” 

Naturally, the athletic program 
at Brandeis will have a philoso- 
phy in line with the school’s pri- 
mary ambition, which is to turn 
out well-educated people. 

What Will Happen 

“It is our purpose to give stu- 
dents at Brandeis an opportunity 
to develop physically as well as 
mentally,” the husky director ex- 
plained.

ADL Accused Of 
Gestapo Ways In L.A. 


LOS ANGELES—Charges that 
the Anti-Defamation League of 
B'nai B’rith was using “Gestapo 
tactics” marked a hearing in the 
Los Angeles City Council last 
week at which a proposed muni- 
cipal fair employment practices 
iaw was rejected. 





After five hours of sharp de- 
bate, the City Council rejected 
by an eight to six vote an ord- 
inance to set up a seven-man 
FEPC, with power to cite off- 
enders for penalities of six mon- 
ths and $500 fines. 

The proposed law was backed 
in the Council mainly by the Cou- 
cil for Equality in Employment. 
The group was represented by 
former Superior Judge Isaac 
Pacht, one of Los Angeles’ lead- 
ing Jewish workers.

Milwaukee Sets Up 


Buicher Controls 

MILWAUKEE—tThe ffirst _or- 
ganized effort in Milwaukee to 
establish communal supervision 
over Kosher butchers brought 
protests and hints that not all 
of the city’s butchers were will- 
ing to abide by a code of Kash- 
rut, 

The disclosure was made in 
a letter to the Wisconsin Jewish 
CHRONICLE by A. M. Chudnow, 
president of the new Vaad Ha- 
kashrut of Milwaukee. 

Chudnow said that since pub- 

lic announcement of the first 

meting of the Vaad “some peo- 
ple feel that the formation of 

a Vaad Haskashruth in Mil- 

waukee will interfere with the 
traditional independence of the 

kosher butcher.” 

Asserting that nothing could 
be “farther from the truth,” 
Chudnow nevertheless empha- 
sized that the Vaad felt that Ko- 
sher butchers had a definite re- 
sponsibility to the Jewish com- 
munity and that the new Vaad 
would seek to obtain assurances 
of observance by the butchers. 


That not all of Milwaukee’s 
Kosher butchers were ready to 
pledge themeselves formally to 
a program embodying that idea 
was indicated in Chudnow’s com- 
ment that the Vaad would soon 
“make public the names of tnose 
butchers who have agreed to 
abide by the rules of Kashrut.”

Accused Of Failing In Duties 


SYRACUSE, N. Y.—The Syracuse Orthodox Council was blunt. 
ly accused this week of total failure to carry out its responsibilities 


to Syraeuse’ Orthodox Jews. 


Calling the “so-called Orthodox leadership” both ineffectual 
and misguided, the Jewish CHRONICLE of Syracuse said it was 


“appalled by the callous indiffer- 
ence of our Orthodox commu- 
nity” and asserted that while Re- 
form and Conservative Jewish 
life was progressing, the con- 
trary was true of Orthodoxy. 
What The Failures Are 

In a series of questions, the 
Anglo-Jewish weekly pinpointed 
the areas in which it charged the 
Orthodox Council had “woefully 
failed in its tasks.” 

“What is the relationship of 
the Council with regard to super- 
vision?” the weekly asked. “What 
is the relationship of the butchers 
to the Council with regard to 
supervision? Are the butchers 
under direct supervision of the 
Council and held accountable to 
them? Does the Council pay a 
mashgiach (inspector) to inspect 
the butchers and_= slaughter 
houses to see if everything is 
carried out according to all the 
laws and traditions regarding 
Kashrut? Hf any violation is 
found is the Jewish community 
informed? 

“What too is the relationship 
of the Council to the schochetim 
(ritual slaughterers)? Are they 
paid for by the Council? If not, 
who determines their fitness and 
eligibility to be a schochet?” 

The editorial charged “there is 
something radically wrong with 
the Orthodox Council when at 
Passover time milk for the Holy 
Days has to be secured from 
Utica. 

“Why is it necessary to secure 
milk from Utica, which has a 
much smaller Jewish population 
than Syracuse, when our milk 
concerns are willing to produce 
Kosher milk for Passover.” 

Jews Urged To Act 

The editorial said it appeared 
likely that unless the Jewish 
community woke up to the need 
for a strong Orthodox Council 
and “the need for effective lead- 
ership, then the Council is 
doomed to remain an ineffectual 
handful of men who claim to 
represent Orthodox Jewry but
